Reports continue to come in from Man,- 


katoo, New Ulm, St. Jaiuesand other points 
in the western part of tho State, aa well as 
Wilmar, Kirkhoven and other places ou th« 
.North I'acilio road, (jiving gloomy accounts 
of suffering and death by the late storm. 
From n gentleman who was at Man- 
kato during the storm wo learn that it wa» 
tirst beard of at Sheldon, then at Worthing- 
uni. at St. James, and tho different points of 
tho Sioux City road, traveling at tho rute. of 
forty-eight miles an hour, or three-quarter* 
of a nulo n minute, sweeping over tko 
prairies with relentless fury. 


A man cuiuo into Mankato from Madelia. 


on Friday night, reported that ho saw niiu 
bJeigh with throe, men and four women 
frozen to death. It was also reported that 
nix section hands on tho Sioux C'itv ruad, 
west of Mankato; had mot the *amo fato. 


Tho wood train on tho Sioux City road, 


between Madelia and M. James, was out af- 
ter wood, and while the men 
were loading 


the cars the engineer ran his engine down 
to St. Jaiues to turn around.

A woman is reported to have frozen to 


death in her house, beingunnbh; to get out 
to got wood. 


A team was found fastened to tho trestle- 


work ou tlcj Wtnona and St. 1'oter Uoad, 
the horses but just alive, being nearly bur- 
ied in the snow. 
The man was found a few 


feet away, t'ro/en stilf.

skirts of (ho town started to go huino as 
tli* storm fMiuo on and has notljccn heard 
from. 


It is believed that many more than havo 


yot been repotted have perished ai«ng the 
Miox City 
road. 
On the fatal Tuesday, 


when the storm burst upon the settlements, 
the day opened unusually tinv. and many 
of the settlors had started out for wood, 
having to go from live to tw'cntv miles. 
The *torm coming on cut thuni oil and it is 
feared that many of them Itavo ptrUhed, 


Twenty-one (b-aths luvvo thus far been re- 
ported at Mankato. 


Vront St. .James, a new town on the St. 
I aul ft, Sioux City road, some forty miles 
below Mankato, comes a terrible tale of death 
and desolation. 
Soventc-nt people havo

Ono .-.ee!ton man who was tMtight out in 


the storm burrowed in a drift, and lav there 
forty hour-* --ectiret! from the frost, he was 
found in good condition by a party of men 
who had started out to hunt him tiji. When 
first discovered ho said he was all right, but 
hungry. 


The wife of the railroad agent wont out 


shortly after thf> storm commenced to briii"' 
in the clothes from the line. The wind 
blew a g;ile and tho snow fell in blinding 
clouds. 
A garment was blown out of her 


hands, and H!JO ran to pick it up.

uhe was aware of it she was some distance 
from the house, and upon turning to go back 
she lo>t her way and vainly wandered about 
trying to get homo. All this time aho was 
gvowing very numb and cold. At last she 
ran against a house, which proved to bo :\ 
nev.- one, in which a few carpenters woro at 
work. 
Keeling her way around it her bands 


at last came to a doorway, against which it 
door had been placed. Summoning her re- 
maining strength she gave u hard push and 
fell senseless into (ho building. The men 
promptly came to her relict, and after a

A «M:tr,tinu> PAISTT FROZE*. 


Ouo of the snddcst among the many din- 


tressing eases reported is that of a sleighing 
party of six couples of young people, with 
their driver, sUr> wcro all found frozen to 
death, buried almost out of si^ht in tho 
snow. As near an we can leain, this oc- 
curred out near Home lake in tho western 
part of the State. Tho tirst discovery of tho 
party w.n nude by a l i t t l e girl, who called 
her mother's attention to a'.-ha-nl upon tho 
snow. This led to investigation, when tho 
entire pnily of thirteen woro removed from 
their snosv tomb.

ST. PAUL, January 15.—Tho Governor 


sont a message to the Legislature to-day, 
recommending that in view of the losa of 
lifo and stock, tuid tho suffering that must 
follow from $ho disasters of tho late great 
storm, that that body take 
immediate 
steps to furnish State aid to tho sufferers, 
many of whom, ftoiug new-comers aro in in- 
digent circumstances. 
With a yiow of pre- 


venting, to a great extent, tho recurrence of 
such a disaster in future, a petition was 
presented to the House, sigupd by a num- 
ber of tho leading citizens of tho city, for 
tho eiiaetuiout of a law providing for the 
erection of wire fences ou both sides of 
roads crossing tho prairies, to bo kept in re- 
pair by tho county or town through which 
thoy pass. 


The list of deaths by tho late storm is re- 


ceiving hourly accessions. So far, tho great- 
test number of casualties aro roporUitt froiu 
Brown county, in tho vicinity of Now Ulin, 
within a low miles of -whit-li eighteen per- 
sona aro known to have periahud. A gun- 
ttoruau from Kedwood Falls says that when 
ho left there thirty-seven deaths had been 
reported of persons frozou in lieaville, 
Cbippuwa, Yellow Medicino and lledwood 
Centre. Among tho fatal onaos named in 
Sibley county aro V. B. Baker, A. K. Jeu- 
kina aud 1', Saiulorberger. Those named 
from Brown county aro Thoa. O'C'onuol, 
with team ; Mr. Tonnoy, a young 
man 


named Morehouse. L. M. Fox, wife, child 
and nophow, of Now Ulm, woro overtaken 
by tho storm ou tho Redwood road, be- 
tween Madelia and Marshall. They pro- 
tected themselves with tho sleigh box, and 
sack* of Hour until Wednesday morning, 
when tho nephew and child died.

mother held tlio dead body of her child in 
her anna until Friday morning, when they 
woro discovered ami taken to Marshall. 
Mr. Fox U very biully frozen, and las wit'o 
is iiisano A dispatch from Fergus Falls 
says that tho loas of lif« in that vicinity 
already reported is twenty, while tho los's 
of stock oan bp counted by hundreds. 
Houses havo entirely disappeared beneath 
tho hug« snow-drifts, and travel is entirely 
blockaded and stopped.

get tlio horses out t>t' tho drift, but wero un- 
able to do no, and tinally double-blanketed 
tho horses, leaving them as comfortable as 
possible, and themBelTei crawled back into 
the. hack. Thoir clothes wero, of course, wot 
aud cold from working iu the snow, aud 
must havo soon after 1'ruzon to thoir limbs, 
despito their efforts to tho contrary. 


In this torrtbto condition Uakor and Jen- 


kins pusac-d Tuesday night. When morning 
eiiino they found the stage horsea frozen 
dead. Tho storm had not abated n -whit, 
and what was still worse, thero wits 110 visi- 
ble prospect of it tlohiy so. No circum- 
stance occurred ofn particularly notioeablo 
character during Wednesday to tho storm- 
bound wayfareis. They remaiut-d within 
the hack, bundled up aa warm us thoy could 
make tiiomaelves, snft'ering tho keen pangs 
of hunger and thirst and eold, painfully 
aux^ou,s for tho toniblo storm to cease, and 
well aware, of tlio precarious situation they 
wero in.. 


'llmrsday iiiorning found tho men alive, 


but Air. Jenkins' reason had departed, and 
linker found himself alono with an insano 
person. Tho day wore slowly nwayand tlio 
uight drew an upae«. Tho storm still pre- 
vailed, but had mollified siitlicieiitly for peo- 
ple to travel with safety. During Thursday 
a team passed along the road within half u 
mile of the unfortunates, but was by them 
uuporcoLved. 
Friday morning, as John 


Dye, and Ezra Monlux woro passing along 
that road iu n slwigh, they perceived tho 
stage, and immediately tfrove down to it. 
Iho spectacle, thero presented was horrible 
to contemplate. 
Upon the snow a few foot 


from tho ooach lay tho dead body of Jenkins, 
frozen still", his hands and feet badly bruised 
by his violent eudouvors, undoubtedly, to 
keep his blood eirotiliiting. IIo died on 
Friday morning, probably not long before 
tho stago was discovered by Dye and Mou- 
lux. On opening tho oilcloth curtniti oil ono 
side of tho hack, they found Baker sitting 
with his head dropped sidowitto ou his 
shoulder, bundled up with robes and blank- 
ets. They supposed ho was dead, but ho 
heard tho sudden rustlo of tho oilcloth,and, 
turning his head, recognized his doUverora 
by saying, " Why I John, ia thut you 'I" 
Ho 


was instantly transferred fron, tho hack to 
tho wloigh and driven hastily to tho nearest 
residence, thut of Mr. Bailey, on tho Little 
Koek rivor, whore ho was tenderly cared 
for, ami from whence he was aiibsoiitiently 
tnkrn with tho body of Jenkins to Sibley. 
\Vhim out- '*t'ormant lett thut town it was 
not yet known whether Baker's legs would 
havo to bo amputated or not, though at 
times he was conscious of a prickling sensa- 
tion in them, ns though tho blood was gradu- 
ally renewing its circulation. 
Baker is a 


bachelor, and has property valued at about

KEDUUIXO BONKS. — Mr. I'ottor Warner, 


New Hampshire, at a recent ugioultiirnl 
convention, gave the following formula fur 
redueiug bones; I'laco them in a largo ket- 
tle mixed with ashes, and ubi.ut ono peck ot 
lirno to a barrel of bonew. Cover with 
water and boil. In twenty-four hours all 
tho bones, with tho exception, perhaps, of 
the- hard shinboncs, will become, eo much 
softened as to bo easily pulverized by hand. 
They will not bo in particles of bono,bnc in a 
pasty condition, and in excellent, form, to 
mis with muck, loam or ashes. By boiling 
tho shiuboncs ten or twelve hours longer 
they will also become soft. This is nil easy 
ami chciip method of reducing bones. If the 
farmer will scl asido n ea.sk for tho recep- 
tion of boncH in soiuo convenient itliice, and 
throw all thai arc found ou tlio lann into it, 
especially if ono or two dead horses conio 
into hi-) possession, ho will bo likely to find 
a valuable collection u! tho end of the year, 
which would prove a valuable adjunct to 
the nianuru heui>.

Tho horses 
wcro frozen. Tho bodies wero found on Fri- 
day. 
We. could not learn the iiaiuo. 


"A party of section men wero ntvrork four 


and a half miles from St. James vrhcu the 
storm struck them. Tho party wilh ono ox- 
ceptiou managed to roach tho village alivo. 
They supposed their comrade had perished 
inul on Thursday afternoon they started out 
to ftml his body. After a long search they 
found him asleep in a snow bank, whero he 
had laid forty-four hours. On being aroused 
tho first thinp ho asked was whether break- 
fast was ready. Tho second request was for 
ft 'chew of tobacco. Ho hndhis shovel with 
him nnd ho had dug out in the bank of 
snow B perfect sot of rooms, which exercise 
undoubtedly saved his hib. 


"Amid all the horrurs reported, Mr. Ilun- 


saker had ono pleasant incident to relate. 
Among tho section men mentioned above 
was ono who lived several miles from St. 
.lames. Of course he was nimble to reach 
homo, and his wifo became alarmed for his 
safety, and ho was une.asy about his family.

Nearly all of them siiicooodod in rt>- 
luoTing thoir goods to high ground.

sumo places cattto had to swim out or 
drown. 
Household goods wero observed

Near tho head of the inland ut Jersey shore 


tho river was clear for four miles. This 
opening in the ice fmtd presented a peculiar 
phenomenon, as there soonis lo bo nothing 
for tho great jam above lo rest ngninst, and 
when it commenced again it was piled up 
roughly in great eon fusion, li may bo that 
iho waters of Pino t 'reck caused tho opening.

Notwithstanding all the misrepresenta- 
tion in relation to our railroad by thnt por- 
tion of the press iu the interest of the Van- 
derbilt or Toni Scott monopolies, we liava 
never had any doubt of the success of the 
B. & J. railroad since Buffalo and the towns 
upon the line of tho route subscribed so 
liberally for its construction. It is in tho 
nature of all monopolies to be grasping, and 
tho railroad kings of tho present day would 
liko either to absorb all other roads and
